sitania w as th a t of R. K. Tim mis of 
Gainesville, Tex., who wa* returning 
to England for his yearly elait, a c ­ 
companied by his friend, 8. T, Moodte, 
also of Gainesville. 
Both men gave 
their life belts to steerage women Just 
as the L usitania sank. 
Timmis. who 
is a strong swimmer, remained in the 
water, clinging to vitroius objects, for 
nearly three hours. 
Then he was ta k ­ 
en into a. boat which he still had the 
strength to assist in rowing. 
The boat began picking up all those 
showing signs of life, and the first 
person rescued w a s the half-conscious 
steerage woman to whom Tim m is had 
given his life belt. 
Moodte sank when the ship went 
under and although a good swimmer, 
w as not seen again. 
Moodle was ready 
to jum p when Timmis, who previously 
had given his belt to a woman, said: 
"There is a steerage woman here 
with a 6-m o n th s-old-baby." 
Moodle prom ptly 
stripped off his 
life belt, but it seems both he and 
the woman perished.

This arm was amputated suc­ 
cessfully with a butcher knife by a little 
Italian surgeon aboard a tramp steamer 
which picked us up.

W ashington, May 9.—Silence rigidly 
m aintained by the Japanese embassy 
here throughout the long course of 
ngotlations over Ja p a n ’s dem ands u p ­ 
on China was broken tonight by the 
issuance of a statem en t prepared by 
the foreign office at Tokio outlining 
the Japanese governm ent's reasons for 
subm itting demands a t thin time and 
reviewing the various stages of the 
negotiations at Peking. 
Since this statem ent 
was written 
Jap an has presented an ultim atum re ­ 
sulting in China's acceptance of a r e ­ 
vised draft of the demand* and the 
averting of a great crisis in the far 
east. 
A* accepted, the 
draft elim ­ 
inates or put* aside for future con­ 
sideration come of the dem ands most 
objectionable to China and it is u n ­ 
derstood to contain no features which 
officials of the United States govern­ 
ment regard as contravening A m eri­ 
can treaty rights. 
"The imperial governm ent have, in 
the proposals lately presented to the 
Chinese governm ent,” says the Ja p a n ­ 
ese statem ent, “made it their main ob­ 
ject to adjust m atters relating to. and 
to m eet the new situation created by 
the w ar between Ja p an and Germany 
to strengthen 
the friendly relation* 
subsisting between Ja p a n and China 
and thus to ensure perm anent peace in 
the Orient. They, in form ulating these 
proposals, had taken special care to 
avoid those which m ight be deemed 
to conflict with the principles of te r­ 
ritorial integrity,

and the open door which Jap an had 
occasion tim# an d again to declare to 
th© powers.

Austin. May 9 — In view of the criticism 
of the department of extension. Vniver- 
slty of Texas, which ha* gained cur­ 
rency In the press of the Date. Dr. A. 
Caswell Ellis, director of the depart­ 
ment, ha* given out the following state­ 
ment; 
There is much misconception na to the 
purpose and work of a university rxten 
aion department. 
The extension depart­ 
ment Is not an agency for advertising 
the university in a respectable manner, 
bringing its advantage* before the people 
in such a way aa to get better financial 
support from them, nor Is It a decent 
kind of a political machine for stirring up 
and directing the educational for. cs In 
their efforts to secure subsistence from 
the state treasury. 
Neither Is it a c h a n ­ 
nel through which Impractical theorists 
In the faculty go out and condescendingly 
tell practical people how they ought to 
run their business. 
For this reason an extension depart­ 
ment Is not place for politicians, half­ 
e d u c a t e d orators or half-trained scien­ 
tists, nor is It a place for purely theo­ 
retical scientists nnd literary men and 
women, however valuable these may he 
in their place. 
The purpose of a state university ex­ 
tension department Is to serve th* peo­ 
ple of the state, to keep in touch with 
the dally life and activities of the people 
and help to bring to bear upon the prac­ 
tical problems of the state whatever of 
knowledge and equipment th# I nlversity 
may have bearing on these problems In 
Its faculty. Its libraries and Us labora­ 
tories. Ald In School Organization. 
Are the people considering improving 
their schools? Then the ezperta In school 
organisation and in school hygiene In the 
faculty can in a few hours by mail or 
In pinion ic ive most valuable help in 
organising the course of study and In 
the planning and construction 
of 
the 
school building. 
Is one considering the 
use of certain water for irrigation, or 
th* mining Of certain ore on his land 
Then the experts in the department of 
chemistry and economic 
geology 
and 
mineralogy can easily tell whether it is 
wise to start such an undertaking and 
what is necessary for success. 
I* a city 
considering a great reservoir proposition, 
>r a system of sewerage or electric light­ 
ing ? 
Ti.* advice of the exports in th* 
faculty of the civil, sanitary, and electri­ 
cal engineering departments is Invalua­ 
ble 
When a city Is considering ques­ 
tions concerning a municipal administra­ 
tion. such as taxation, street improve­ 
ment. 
sanitation, 
lighting, 
police, 
ac­ 
counting. proper division of responsibil­ 
ity, etc., the extension department can 


I furnish unbiased experts. In a few hours 


I it can put at the disposal of a group 
’ of citizens the hest thought and experi­ 
ence of the world on these subjects. 
In 
the same way when a rural district is 
considering Improving its school by add­ 
ing courses in agriculture and domestic 
science, err using the school* ss a so­ 
cial and educational center for the grown 
people, 
the extension department 
can 
give valuable advice about methods sud 
equipment and furnish helpful program* 
and suggestions. 
lf Insects are ravag­ 
ing the crops or disease destroying the 
family, the departments of entomology 
and of preventive medicine can give help 
that saves crops and life nnd is worth 
millions in money. Ho it Is in practically 
every’ field of human effort. 
Little Knowledge Disseminated In Past. 
It is pathetic to see how little of the 
vast 
fund of knowledge possessed 
by 
, xperts in all lines in our universities has 
got out to the man in the factory nnd 
on the farm 
In agriculture enough is 
now known by expert* to double the effi­ 
ciency of our farms lf a few well estab­ 
lished truths about seed breeding and 
selection, moisture conservation, fertdi- 
zatten, rover crop#, rotation &n<1 stock 
raising were only known and Applied by 
the practical farmer. 
In the manage­ 
ment of their home. mothers could halve 
their burden*. hear stronger children and 
feed their families far better at much 
less cost in money and time lf only a 
few simple truths 
about planning th# 
home, labor saving devices, cooking, food 
values, balancing the diet, textiles and 
household management were carried to 
them. 
In the field of befilth fully hftlf 
the sickness could be banished from our 
farms In one year if the people were only 
taught convincingly what can be shown 
them In one hour. 
We know that these things can he done 
because we have actually done them in 
many cases. One family I recall In Rob­ 
ertson county told me that they had not 
hnd a doctor in the family since our 
suggestion in March 1914 led them to 
spend about five dollars In s. reeding the 
house whereas not a month had passed 
before in twenty-one years In this same 
home without a doctor being called in. 
ami the annual expense on account of 
sickness not counting loss of efficiency 
I at all 
had been from fifty dollars to 
I several 
hundred 
dollars. 
By 
simply 
screening the house and providing a san­ 
itary toilet and a properly located well 
practically every farm in Texas could 
this year banish almost entirely malaria, 
typhoid, 
hookworm 
and 
dysenteries. 
which would do away permanently with 
fully half the sickness on the farms and 
do it at a cost of from ten to fifty dollars 
per farm. 
This one result of extension 
would save the state each year far more 
than the cost of all the higher educa­ 
tional 
institutions

LOSING THEIR HOMES. 


The situation at Danbury, where the mem­ 
bers of the H atters’ Union arr threatened 
with losing the little homes- they have in 
many cases been a lifetime in getting, is pa­ 
thetic, reminds the San Antonio Light. 
The affairs oi* 1^6 workmen are concerned 
They are the men whose property was at­ 
tached in the famous Danbury case of the 
Danbury hatters, which went to the highest 
courts before it was finally adjudicated. I he 
courts have ruled that these defendants must 
pay dam ages -and unless they do so before 
May ‘Jd it is promised by the other side that 
the attachments will he foreclosed. 
The labor war of which this is a painful 
incident was started by the United Hatters 
of North America, who fought the case with 
the assistance of th*- American Federation of 
Labor. 
It is claimed by the men who are 
the principal sufferers from the verdict of 
11250,000 that was given D. E. Loews as dam­ 
ages, that the Danbury union not only did 
not start the boycott, but that they did not 
even officially sanction it. 
Ibis is not to 
say that the\ claim not to have been in favor 
of it, but they had nothing to say about it 
because I). K. Loewe does not sell hats iii 
Connecticut and the boycott was in the states 
where he does business. 
It is further averred 
that not one of the 186 men who may lose 
their homes ever worked for Mr. Loewe. 
Readers of these words will remember that 
there was a strike in Danbury which spread 
until it became a national affair. 
Some of 
the labor leaders made a legal slip in con­ 
nection with the Loc we boycott, and Loewe 
fought back aud ultimately won. 
His at­ 
tachments when suit 
was 
brought 
were 
against the real estate of tile m e m b e r s of 
the Danbury union, who were baek of the 
strike that started things. 
Some of these union men in Danbury think 
the American Federation of Labor ought to 
come to their relief. ‘ They got us into this; 
they ought to get us out of it- ’ is their ar­ 
gument. It is hardly possible for the United 
Hatters of North America to take care of the 
quarter of a million dollar judgment, be­ 
cause it would mean an assessment of $30 
on every hatter in the organisation, and that 
is a large sum for a working man. 
It is 
claimed, however, that the Federation of 
Labor could solve the problem by levying an 
assessment of a few* cents apiece on its 2,000,- 
000 members 
Mr. (lumpers is quoted as 
paying that the organization has no authority 
to do this, to which Mr. Loewe replies that 
it raised $230,000 to defend the Los Angeles 
dynamiters in 1912. 
If the Federation had won its fight against 
Loewe and had ruined his business, no doubt 
it would have been hailed as a Federation 
victory. 
What adds to the gloom in the 
minds of th<‘ IHG Danbury hatters who stand 
to lose their all bv the verdict is the thought 
that the great national organization which 
backed them cannot see its way (dear to pay­ 
ing the cost of defeat. 
As a matter of abstract justice, it will be 
admitted by all that if a body of men con­ 
spire to ruin another man and he can eon- 
vince the courts of it. he is entitled to re­ 
cover damages from whomever he can prove 
had something to do with it. 
The supreme 
court has passed on the merits of the Hat 
tors’ case. 
According to its decision there 
was a conspiracy aud the workmen who be­ 
longed to thi* Danbury union were at the 
bottom of it and must pay the damages, so 
far as they eau be collected. 
Hack of this 
* no one bas the right to go. when the court 
of last resort has spoken. 
But all that is in the abstract. In the con­ 
crete, we see a lot of workmen about to lose 
their homes they have striven for years to 
build up. 
Whatever one’s sympathies may 
be regarding the original contention or as 
to labor difficulties in general, the position 
of the Danbury workmen is unfortunate and 
seems deserving of sympathy. 


if a small salary were paid. 
If attendance upon picture shows were re­ 
stricted to mature adults whose characters 
and views of the larger problems of life are 
already formed, there would be little occa­ 
sion for such censorship, but children are 
going to the shows by the millions and many 
pictures are brting shown that are very hurt­ 
ful. 
For instance, pictures that poke fun at 
the marital relation, portray the commission 
of crime, depict the commission of suicide in 
order to avoid detection at the hands of of­ 
ficers or to evade trouble, portray the white 
slave traffic and other things suggestive of 
an improper relation of the sexes, ought not 
to he se«*n by ehildren and we doubt ii any 
permanent good is accomplished when adults 
w itn e ss such scenes. 
But the motion picture 
is a factor in shaping the character of the 
children who see it frequently and th o se pic­ 
tures that are hurtful should be placed under 
the ban. 
In this connection we wish to renew our 
suggestion- recently made in these columns, 
for a special children’s program at the mo­ 
tion picture shows of this city. 
Boston has 
tried the plan out with marked success, hav­ 
ing a show that puts on children's films ex­ 
clusively. 
That scheme would, of course, he 
too pretentious for Waco, but we believe at 
least one of the shows of this city could put 
on a special children’s program once a week 
and make a success of it, provided the films 
were passed upon in advance by a commit­ 
tee of mothers and recommended by this 
committee, and provided, further, that the 
pictures were properly advertised. 
It would be unreasonable to suppose that 
the children would want educational pictures 
exclusively. 
They 
like 
sojne 
excitement, 
emotion, action and fun, along with their ed­ 
ucational films, such as “ How the Bees Make 
Honey,’’ and the like. 
The movie could be 
employed in bringing hack to popularity 
some of the well known classics of childhood, 
while travel and clean comedies are always 
interesting to the children. 
In Minneapolis 
I there are five picture shows which give spe­ 
cial programs for the school 
children 
at 
stated intervals, while one of the theatres at 
Dallas- in response to the petition of the 
Council of Mothers, is putting on a children s 
program each Saturday morning from IO to 
12, with very satisfactory re s u lts . 
This is 
an hour when the regular patronage is not 
heavy and the children’s hour does not in 
any way detract from the regular business 
of the show. 
We believe a similar arrange­ 
ment could he made in Waco. 
But we need a board of censors for Waco, 
as those who read the long petition from the 
women of the county living outside the city 
of Waco addressed to the women of the city 
asking that some provision be made for pro­ 
viding cleaner and more wholesome pictures 
in Waco will recognize. 
These women rep­ 
resent among the very hest citizenship of 
the county and their opinions are entitled 
to consideration. 
And the board ot censors 
should be empowered to pass not alone upon 
the motion picture shows, but upon the vau­ 
deville performances, some of which have 
been far below standard at times, and every 
other character of theatrical production in 
the city. 
In justice to the shows, it would he need­ 
ful that the hoard of censors he made up of 
broad-minded men and women, representa­ 
tive persons from various walks of life, so 
that the opinion reached should represent 
not the opinion of one person, hut a com­ 
posite opinion of the hest thought of the city. 
Such a board would not hurt the legitimate 
shows aud would prove of inestimable bene­ 
fit to the community. 


The children in America who have no 
chance, will be the subject of one of the 
notable gatherings of the San Francisco ex­ 
position, when the eleventh annual confer­ 
ence of the National Child Labor Committee 
is held there the last three days of May. The 
special topics to be considered are: 
“ Child 
Labor in the W est;’’ “ Federal Control of 
Child Labor,’’ and “ A Charter for Child­ 
hood.’’ The speakers will include Mrs. Flor­ 
ence Kelley, Dr. Felix Adler, Owen R. Love­ 
joy ami others who have been active in the 
national movement for several years, to­ 
gether with a group of Californians distin­ 
guished for their interest iii labor problems 
and education. 
Recent 
investigations of the committee) 
have shown that in spite of the marked ad­ 
vance in child and school legislation, there 
are still in this country hundreds of thous­ 
ands of children who have no chance. 
In 
fact, the committee says that there is no 
state in the Union which completely protects 
its children, even all of those under 14, from 
overwork, and insures to them the elements 
of a good education. 
All the states except 
five have recognized the need of a 14-year 
minimum age limit, but not one applies it 
consistently and effectively to all the various 
forms of exploitation to which children are 
subjected. 
After ten years of active state 
campaigns the committee last year drafted a 
federal bill which was passed in the house 
of representatives by an overwhelming ma 
jority. This hill, which will be re introduced 
early iii the first session of the new congress. 
would exclude from interstate commerce the 
products of th • cotton mills and canneries* 
the tenement workshops and 
the miscella­ 
neous industries iii which thousands of young 
children under 14 are now employed; tho 
products of the glass factories where boys 
work on the night shift; and the coal mined 
by workers less than IG years old. 
The committee, organized primarily as a 
protest against the exploitation of young 
ehildren. has been more and more active in 
constructive efforts for the benefit of the 
ehildren who have been released from indus­ 
try. 
And, at the request of other social 
workers and children's organizations, it is 
now taking the lead in an attempt to formu­ 
late a charter of childhood which would har­ 
monize and co-ordinate the various phases of 
the child welfare problem.

Comanche county farmers, business men 
and newspapers arc up in arms against the 
packing houses at Fort Worth because the 
packing houses 
have been 
discriminating 
against the peanut fed hogs which Comanche 
comity has been shipping to Fort Worth. We 
arc not an expert on hog raising or the meat 
industry, but we have an idea that a scien­ 
tific investigation would reveal the fact that 
the peanut-fattened hog is as good a product 
as the grain-fattened hog. At least he would 
taste as well, and we see no reason why he 
should not bring the same price. 
Informa­ 
tion is that the Comanche county farmers 
will switch to the St. Louis markets unless 
tho Fort Worth packers come across. 


A peculiar social problem is presenting it­ 
self in England. It appears that all over that 
country where large bodies of troops have I 
been quartered there is a prospect of many il­ 
legitimate children. 
It is said that many j 
thousands of young, unmarried girls are soon 
to become mothers. 
In one country borough 
alone the number is put at 2000, according 
to the Indianapolis Star. 
The soldier fathers of these prospective in- 
f Tints are scattered far and wide and many 
of them have laid down their lives. 
The ar­ 
gument is now urgently advanced that this 
problem of unexampled illegitimacy must be 
met iii an enlightened way by the casting 
aside of theories and prejudices, about the 
encouragement of immorality and 
looking 
after the welfare of the mothers and their 
ehildren. As one writer puts it, it is the duty 
of the British people in church and state to 
take up this question, not so much as a mat­ 
ter of humanity as a duty to the nation. “ The 
present wastage of the most vigorous British 
manhood sets a stamp of exceptional value 
on the approaching increment of the popula­ 
tion,” it is said. 
In other words, the nation 
needs these children and should see that they 
are reared properly and with. no stigma upon 
them. 
The same writer says: 
“ In the middle of a national life ami death 
struggle, even the most censorious—and es­ 
pecially those pious personages who beg us 
to forgive the bestiality of our enemies—may 
surely look upon the frailty of our own men 
and women with an eye of sympathy and 
forgiveness undarkened by blame. 
Let it be 
frankly acknowledged that the women are 
no more blameworthy than the men. 
The 
strictest justice ,then. demands for the wom­ 
en complete and whole-hearted forgiveness, 
sympathy and assistance. 
At this great and 
memorable period of our history let there be 
no repetition on a large scale of the horrible 
hypocrisy that idolized Nelson and left the 
women to starve whom he committed with 
his dying breath to the nation’s keeping.” 
lf this attitude of friendly protection in 
any general or official way is taken toward 
these young women it will indeed be a de­ 
parture and a step in a new social order. But 
it is a painful situation for a highly respect­ 
able and moral people to be obliged to con­ 
front.
